Proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

The  President's  call  tor  300,000  vol  tint  eerf, 
to  serve  three  yearsor  during  the  war,  to  fill 
up  the  old  regiments,  makes  the  allotment  tc 
Kentucky  of  12,000  to  be  raised. 

Thi9  call  must  be  met,  either  by  volun- 
teers, or  by  draft,  at  an  early  day.  The  5th 
of  January  is  pet  by  the  President  as  the 
time  of  ordering  the  draft  This  will 
give  time  for  Congress  to  repeal  the  0300  ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers  will  receive  the  liberal  bounty 
and  increased  pay  ottered  by  the  Govern- 
ment; the  conscript  will  not.  Volunteers 
nelect  their  own  company  and  regiment — 
the  conxcripl  will  be  assigned   without  re- 
ard  to  hi^  wUhda,    The  volunteer  wiH  be 
onored  by  his  companions  in  arms  and  by 
is  couhtry — the  conscript  will  not. 
Recruiting  officers  will  be  detailed  from  the 
arious  regiments  and  assigned  their  recruit 
ng  posts  by  the  Adjutant  General.  The 
proportion  due  from  each  connty,  to  equalize 
he  service  from  the  commencement  o'  Uje 
war,  will  be  mttde  known  by  the  Adj  ir-int 
General,  and  notice  thereof  given.  Each 
county  will  be  required  to  furnish  its  allot 
ment  either  in  volunteers  or  conscripts. 

Recruiting  for  the  twelve  months  service 
will  cease  with  the  authorities  heretofore 
iven,  so  soon  as  the  regiments  forming  are 
filled. 

Let  no  man  say  he  would  volunteer  if  it 
were  for  defense  of  the  State  or  to  serve  in 
he  Slate  Facts  answer  such  declarations. 
For  months  you  have  been  called  on  for 
such  service,  and  failed  to  respond.  This 
service  is  now  closed  to  you. 

Kentucky  now  is,  and  must  continue  to  be. 
exposed  so  long  as  there  are  rebel  armies  in 
the  field.  Guerrilla  raids  will  cease  when  the 
rebel  armies  are  broken  up.  The  only  se 
curity  to  your  State  against  invasions  and 
raids,  is  the  destruction  of  the  rebel  armies 
Were  our  old  regiments  full  even  to  the 
minimum,  the  days  of  rebellion  would  be 
numbered,  and  but  few  The  true  defense  of 
your  State  therefore  is  by  filling  the  old  reg- 
"ments  now  in  the  field.  This  will  give  a 
crushing  force,  which  must  soon  sweep  the 
rebel  armies  from  the  field. 

It's  better  for  you,  and  for  the  service  that 
on  enlist  in  the  old  regiments.    It  secures 
on  from  much  of  the  dancers  of  camp  and 
eld,  and  greatly  increases  your  efficiency 
as  a  soldier.    These  regiments  are  now  his- 
toric.   They  are  ennobled  by  deeds  of  brave 
ff'ering  and  lofty  heroism.    Their  banners 
bear  inscriptions  of  living  memories.  By 
oliinleering  you  will  become  a  sharer  in 
u  those  living  memories  and  historic  glories 
If  you  would  preserve  the  honorable  name 
of  you  county,   volunteer.    If  you  would 
not  humiliate   your  noble  companions  in 
arms,  volunteer.    If  you  would  save  your 
lomes  and  State  from  desolation,  and  your 
county  from  ruin  volunteer.  If  you  would  not 
shame  the  memory  of  your  fathers,  volunteer 
Remember  that  Kentucky  has  never  waited 
for  a  dralt.    Kentucky  patriotism   is  not 
constrained,  but  is  the  voluntary  homage 
ol"  loyalty  to  the  Government  of  our  fathers. 
It  is  ihe  inner  voice  ol  love  to  our  free  in 
slitulions.  which  voluntarily  responds  to  the 
call  lor  defense  of  the  priceless  heritage 
Frame  no  excuses — the  call  admits  of  none 
Kentucky  will  meet  her  allotment.    It  is 
noble  to  meet  it  voluntarily.    Look  to  the 
honorof  your  respective  counties — for  equali 
ty  will  be  enforced. 

The  defense  of  your  homes,  of  your 
State,  your  Government,  your  liberties  ;  the 
ndication  of  your  honor,  the  veneration 
for  the  memories  ef  your  fathers  ;  all  the 
cherished  hopes  of  the  future,  urge  you  to  a 
prompt,  voluntary  responee  to  thi*  call  to 
duty.  Kentuckians,  who  will  hesitate? 
We  shall  see.

Scecesat  the  Battle  of  Gettysburs. 

We  some  time  since  copied  from  a  Balti- 
more paper  a  notice  of  the  courageous  and 
loyal  Misses  Callows,  two  young  ladies  of 
that  city,  in  connexion  with  .the  battle  of 
Gettysburg,  where  they  were  attending  the 
Oak  Ridge  Seminary  lor  young  ladies. 

Since  then  we  have  seen  a  letter  from  the 
principal,  Miss  Carrie  Sheades,  herself,  as 
we  are  informed,  au  interesting  and  superior 
young  lady  We  extract  the  most  interesting 
portion  of  this  letter.  After  speaking  of  the 
courage  of  the  young  ladies  during  the,  bat- 
tle— their  assistance  iu  relieving  the  suffer- 
ings of  the  wounded,  when  no  surgeon 
could  be  obtained — she  says: 

It  makes  me  sad  to  recount  the  scenes 
of  the  battle,  yet  there  are  some  pleasant 
incidents  connected  with  it — one  of  which  I 
will  mention 

"When  ourforces  retreated  from  Seminary 
Ridge  many  of  the  prisoners  were  taken 
here.  At  the  time  (though  a  coward 
before)  it  seemed  that  I  was  ready  to  meet 
the  whole  rebel  army;  every  vestije  of  fear 
had  vanished.  A  color.e!  rushed  into  the 
breakfast  room  and  a  rebel  after  him,  de- 
manded of  him  to  surrender.  The  colonel, 
being  a  very  large  man,  could  scarcely 
breathe,  (he  was  aslhmatical,)  and  begged 
lor  time  to  regain  iiis  breath;  he  toll  them 
to  shoot  him,  that '  he  would  not  surrender, 
and  if,'  said  he,  '  I  had  my  men  here  you 
could  not  take  me.' 

"I  saw  that  he  would  be  shot  it  he  resisted 
any  longer,  and  while  the  rebels  were  con 
tending  with  some  prisoners  in  another  part 
of  the  breakfast-room,  I  begged  the  colonel 
to  go  with  him  and  1  would  save  his  sword 
He  consented,  and  I  concealed  his  sword  in 
the  folds  of  my  dress,  and  begged  them  to 
grant  him  five  minutes,  which  was  granted, 
and  he  assured  me  that  he  would  be  back 
for  his  sword.'  It  was  a  sad  sight  to  see  them 
take  that  gray-headed  veteran,  but  it  was  a 
joyful  sight  to  see  him  return  to  reclaim  his 
sword,  havinggoue  with  them  as  far  as  Mon- 
terey Springs  and  escaped — 'rolled  away 
from  them,'  he  said,  !or  he  could  not  walk

Death  of  Gen.  Cokcoran. — A  dispatch 
from  fairfax  Court  House  (Va  )  announces 
the  death,  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday  last, 
of  Brig.  Gen.  Michael  Corcoran,  from  inju- 
ries received  by  a  fall  from  his  horse. 

Gen.  Corcoran  was  among  the  first  to  en- 
gage in  the  present  struggle  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  nationality  of  his  adopted 
country,  and  entered  the  military  service 
of  th«  United  States  in  response  to  the  I 
first  call  of  the  President  as  Colonel  of  the  I 
Sixty  ninth  Regiment  of  New  York.  H;s 
capture  at  the  first  battle  of  Bull  Run,  his 
subsequent  imprisonment  at  Richmond,  his 
heroic  and  patriotic  conduct  during  that  inv 
pri-onment,  his  subsequent  release  and  pop- 
ular reception  in  New  York  and  other 
cities  during  the  summer  of  '62,  are  all 
familiar  to  the  public  In  consideration  of 
his  eminent  services  and  patriotism,  he  was 
commissioned  Brigadier  General  by  the 
President  while  yet  he  remained  in  the 
hands  ol  the  enemy.  On  his  return  to  New 
York  he  raised  a  brigade  with  which  he 
again  took  the  field,  and  has  since  been 
stationed  most  of  fhe  time  in  the  vicinity  of 
Suffolk,  Virginia.  The  announcement  of 
his  untimely  and  accidental  death  will  fall 
heavily  upon  his  numerous  friends,  and  will 
be  felt  as  a  serious  loss  by  the  Government, 
which  he  has  served  with  so  much  zeal  and 
fidelity.  His  age  was  aboul  forty-five  years. 
He  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  but  was  a  resi- 
dent of  the  city  of  New  York  ten  or  fifteen 
years  prior  to  the  war.

A  Last  Interview  with  Mr.  Crittenden. 

The  subjoined  communication  emanates 
from  a  citizen  of  Kentucky  who  illustrates 
in  his  person  the  qualities  which  adorn  the 
Christian  minister  and  the  Christian  patri- 
ot. It  will  be  seen  that  his  own  views  are 
marked  by  great  candor,  while  he  states 
those  of  the  lamented  Crittenden  on  a  much- 
mooted  question  of  the  current  civil  and 
military  history  : 

The  writer,  a  loyal  citizeu  of  a  Border 
State,  had  been  as  deeply  interested  as  oth- 
ers, perhaps,  in  the  events  of  this  disastrous 
war  up  to  the  time  when  the  President  of 
the  United  States  was  pleased  to  issue  his 
premonitory  emancipation  proclamation  ; 
but,  in  a  somewhat  extended  intercourse 
with  loyal  men  around  him,  he  met  with  no 
one  who  was  so  profoundly  agitated  by  the 
probable  bearing  and  effect  of  that  procla- 
mation upon  the  interest  of  the  great  strug- 
gle in  which  his  country  was  involved.  It 
seemed  to  him  that  its  influence  in  the  Bor- 
der States  "would  be  evil  and  only'evil,  and 
that  contiually.'' 

But,  in  order  to  allay  this  agitation  and 
to  keep  him  firm  in  his  loyalty,  he  argued 
thus:  The  view  I  have  of  this  question  is 
necessarily  one  sidod  and  partial  ;  whereas, 
from  his  commanding  eminence,  that  which 
the  President  has  is  more  broad  and  com 
prehensive,  and  by  endeavoring  lo  place 
myself  in  his  position  1  can  readily  conceive 
of  grave  and  weighty  reasons  influencing 
his  judgment  unknown  to  me,  or  if  known, 
not  duly  appreciated — such  as  yielding 
somewhat  to  importunity  of  friends,  or  hopes 
inspired  by  the  effect  abroad  of  »onie  such 
measure.  A I  any  rate  he  has  a  right  to 
decide,  and  I  have  not  Counsel  and  action 
are  his,  acquiescence  and  obedience  are  mine, 
even  when  I  cannot  cordially  approve  ;  or, 
to  put  the  question  upon  no  higher  ground, 
he  ha.t  decided,  and  it  only  remains  that  I 
should  try  to  make  the  best  of  the  inevita 
ble.  Still,  I  could  not  readily  bring  myself 
to  believe  that  it  was  inevitable.  Perhaps 
the  Presidertt,  upon  more  mature  reflection, 
at  the  end  of  the  hundred  days,  would  ab- 
stain Irom  issuing  a  further  proclamation 
1  must  confess  the  hope  was  very  faint,  and 
consequently  when  the  second  proclamation 
came  it  did  not  agitate  me  much. 

After  a  lapse  of  a  few  months,  and  within 
a  few  weeks  before  the  death  of  Mr  Critten- 
den, being  in  Frankfort,  I  could  not  resist 
the  desire  I  felt  to  call  upon  him,  and  to 
state  the  case  substantially  in  this  form  : 

Mr.  Critiendeo,  I  am,  as  you  know,  a  loy- 
al man  and  somewhat  more,  a  Christian 
patriot,  not  merely  feeling  myself  bound  by 
the  very  ancient  injunction  "thou  shalt  not 
speak  evil  of  the  ruler  of  thy  people,"  but 
also  equally  bound,  when  any  act  of  hia  is 
capable  of  two  constructions,  to  put  upon  it 
the  most  favorable  construction  of  which  it 
is  suaceptable.  With  regard  to  the  Presi- 
dent's two  emancipation  proclamations  Iain 
disposed  to  argue  thus :  He  really  has  just 
as  little  confidence  in  them  as  I  have;  just 
as  little  as  he  himself  had  at  the  time  of  his 
interview  with  you  gentlemen,  Representa- 
tives and  Senators  from  the  Border  States, 
and  soon  after  with  the  Chicago  committee; 
and  I  want  your  opinion,  if  you  feel  free  to 
express  it,  whether  he  has  yielded  to  an 
important  outside  pressure,  through  a  la*k 
of  firmness,  which  I  should  be  very  reluc- 
tant to  believe,  or  whether  he  did  not  virtu- 
ally say  to  those  who  resorted  to  it,  gentle- 
men, I  cannot  possibly  concur  in  opinion 
with  you,  but  we  will  try  the  experiment, 
and  then  should  it  result  as  I  confidently 
predict  we  shall  be  brought  to  agreement 
upon  some  other  line  of  conduct. 

Mr.  Crittenden's  reply  to  me  was  :  My 
friend,  Mr  Lincoln  is  an  honest  man  and  a 
true  patriot,  and.  on  religious  grounds,  he  is 
fairly  entitled  from  every  loyal  Christian 
man  to  the  favorable  construction  which 
you  are  disposed  to  put  upon  his  conduct; 
and  I  know  of  many  distinguished  states- 
men in  Washington  who  entirely  agr.ee  with 
you;  but,  for  myself,  I  confess  that  I  think 
he  lacked  firmness  and  yielded  to  pressure, 
under  exaggerated  apprehensions  of  disas 
trous  consequenes,  if  he  did  not. 

I  have  selected  the  present  moment. 
Messrs.  Editors,  for  offering  this  tor  inser- 
tion in  your  columns,  should  you  deem  it 
honorable  to  the  memory  of  this  great  and 
good  man,  and  likely  to  exert  a  aalutary  in- 
fluence, in  order  to  ask  the  question  wheth 
er  it  throws  any  light  upon  a  reported  speech 
ol  the  President's  to  which  you  have  helped 
to  give  currency,  that  "issuing  his  emanci- 
pation proclamation  was  the  greatest  mis- 
take he  ever  Committed?" 

Confidence  in  the,bonesiy  »nd  integrity  of 
the  President  is  a  strong  anchor  of  hope  in 
these  stormy  times,  but  with  the  Christian 
the  sheet-anchor  of  hope  is  in  God;  "that 
whilst  man  proposes  God  disposes;"  and 
that,  in  the  long  run,  "all  things  shall  be 
made  to  work  together  for  good"  to  this 
great  country,  winch  He  has  delighted  to 
bless

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 


[PUBLIC  RESOLUTION'— No.  1] 
Joint  Resolution  of  thanks  to  Major-Gener- 
al  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  and  the  officers  and 
soldiers  who  have  fought  under  his  com- 
mand during  this  rebellion  ;  and  providing 
that  the  President  of  the  United  S'.ates 
shall  cause  a  metfal  to  be  struck,  to  be 
presented  to  Major  General  Grant  in  the 
name  of  the  People  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  Assembled,  That  the  thanks  of 
Congress  be  and  they  hereby  are  presented 
to  Major-General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  and 
through  him  to  the  officers  and  soldiers  who 
have  fought  under  his  command  during  this 
rebellion,  for  their  gallantry  and  good  con- 
duct in  the  battles  in  which  they  have  been 
engaged;  and  that  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be  requested  to  cause  a  gold 
medal  to  be  struck,  with  suitable  emblems, 
devices,  and  inscriptions,  to  be  presented  to 
Major-General  Grant 

Sec  2.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That 
when  the  said  medal  shall  have  been  struck, 
the  President  shall  cause  a  copy  of  this  joint 
resolution  to  be  engrossed  on  parchment,  and 
shall  transmit  the  same,  together  with  the 
said  medal,  to  Major-General  Grant,  to  be 
presented  to  him  in  the  name  of  the  people 
of  the  United  States  of  America. 

See.  3.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  a 
sufficient  sum  ol  money  to  carry  this  resolu- 
tion into  effect  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of
